TOUGH measures have been introduced in a trouble-hit 
area of Harlow in a crackdown on crime and anti-social 
behaviour. 

Police have been given the power by council officials to impose 
a dispersal order on The Stow which will make the area a no-go 
zone for troublemakers. 

The two-month sanction came into force on Saturday and enables police 
and community support officers to move on groups of two or more people 
causing, or likely to cause, alarm or distress to others. 

Anyone told to leave the area will not be allowed to return for 24-hours. 
If they fail to comply with the order they could be arrested and face a hefty 
fine or three-month prison sentence. 

Youngsters under the age of 16 walking the streets after 9pm and deem¬ 
ed to be vulnerable or suspected of being up to no good will also be picked 
up by officers and taken home.

Council moves 
to justify using 
child 'snoops' 

HARLOW Council has defended 
using children to discourage 
environmental crime after the 
ploy was condemned as “sinister” 
and “straight out of the Stasi 
copybook”. 

The Conservative-run authority 
came under fire at the weekend 
after an investigation by The 
Daily Telegraph prompted the 
national media to focus on 
schemes throughout the country. 
The newspaper named Harlow 
among the one in six councils 
using children to “snoop” on 
neighbours and report them for 
petty offences. 

Harlow has 25 of the volunteer 
Street Scene Champions aged 11 - 
14, who look out for the results of 
vandalism, littering, fly-tipping 
and abandoned vehicles. 

Leading opposition to the practice 
was Tory shadow home secretary 
Dominic Grieve, who said: 

“People want to see the police 
and other appropriate agencies on 
our streets catching and deterring 
offenders.” 

Simon Reed of the Police 
Federation, warned such schemes 
diluted the police’s influence. 

“We have concern about the 
presence of an ill-equipped and 
poorly trained second layer of law 
enforcement,” he said. “Not only 
does it cause members of the 
public confusion over who has 
what powers, but it undermines 
the special covenant between the 
police and the public who rightly 
expect policing functions to be 
performed by trained, independent 
and accountable officers.” 

And Taxpayers Alliance 
spokesman Matthew Sinclair said 
the recruitment of children was 
“downright sinister”, adding: 
“These developments are straight 
out of the Stasi copybook. There 
is a combination of ever-stricter 
rules and ever-more Draconian 
attempts to control people.” 

But council leader Andrew 
Johnson was unapologetic and 
said the idea is backed by parents. 
“Schemes like this help to create 
a positive image of young people 
who are often wrongly associated 
with causing vandalism, litter and 
graffiti,” he said. 

“The young people receive full 
support from the council and their 
safety is our number one priority. 
The scheme isn’t just about them 
reporting environmental problems 
- they also take part in projects to 
help them learn new skills and in 
a wider context about

Woman (43) 
convicted in 

brothel case

switches to paddle 


A WOMAN was yester¬ 
day (Wednesday) con¬ 
victed of being involved 
in the running of broth¬ 
els in Harlow and 
Bishop Stortford. 

Hua Si (43), of Risdens, 
Harlow, was found guilty at 
St Albans Crown Court of 
three charges of keeping a 
brothel used for prostitution. 

The jury had heard one broth¬ 
el in Bishop’s Stortford had 
been owned by a policeman. He 


had them evicted when he 
found out, but they moved onto 
another address in the town and 
finally to a flat at Barleycroft, 
Harlow. 

Three other defendants had 
admitted keeping a brothel. 
Colin Woolgar (54), of 
Milwards, Harlow, and 
Christopher Moore (55), from 
Chingford, admitted two 
counts; Wang Li (41), from 
Newmarket, admitted three 
counts. 

Si assisted at each brothel 
and sent money earned at them 
to China. She also placed news¬ 
paper adverts for personal serv¬ 
ices. 

Acting Detective Sergeant 
Richard Adams told the court 
that police, immigration and 
revenue and customs officers 
raided the Barleycroft flat in 
January last year. Along with 
pornographic material and sex 
paraphernalia, they found a 
Chinese girl learning English 
from a laptop and another, who 


did not speak English, hiding 
behind a bedroom door. Both 
were arrested on suspicion of 
being illegal immigrants. 

Woolgar, who was also in the 
flat, said he also worked at 
Stansted Airport, produced a 
business card which bore the 
name “Lord Colin Woolgar” 
and claimed he had gone there 
to carry out odd jobs. He said 
he was in the process of buying 
the flat from Moore. 

Si was also arrested. She said 
she worked as a security officer 
at the airport and was visiting a 
friend. She claimed she had no 
idea the flat was a brothel. 

She admitted to prosecutor 
Peter Shaw she had placed 
newspaper adverts for the 
Chinese massage, but denied 
they referred to sexual services. 

The case was adjourned until 
October 1 when Si will be sen¬ 
tenced along with her three co¬ 
defendants. She was granted 
bail by Judge Stephen Warner.

Police chiefs hope the move will 
reduce problems in the area which 
has been plagued by anti-social 
behaviour, underage drinking and 
incidents of disorder. 

Inspector Andy Bray said 
increased patrols alone had not 
proved effective, adding: “We 
hope this will get the message 
home to youths in the area that 
anti-social behaviour will not be 
tolerated and we will take positive 
action against them.” 

The order will be enforced by a 
greater police police presence in 
the area with the option for 
officers to seek an extension if 
problems persist. 

Harlow councillor Lesley 
Rideout, who has been working 
with police to realise the project, 
said she hoped the action will 
give residents and businesses a 
“better quality of life”. 

But local shopkeepers said the 
real measure of its effectiveness 
will only come after it expires. 
One trader who did not want to be 
named has reported numerous 
incidents to the police over the 
years. He said: “What is going to 
happen after it finishes? Are the 
police going to put an officer 
outside my shop? 

“It’s a good thing they are trying 
something but their hands are tied 
really.”

Anger as work 
starts on new 
regional plan 

THE controversial East of 
England Plan may still be subject 
to a judicial review before it 
finally comes into legitimate 
force - but work has already 
started on its successor. 

The unelected East of England 
Regional Assembly is setting 
about a review of the Plan, which 
sets out policy until 2021, to look 
at development between then and 
2031. 

Consultation with so-called 
stakeholders will be carried out, 
with developers and landowners 
asked which further sites should 
be given over to development. 

The news has angered pressure 
group Stop Harlow North, 
already trying to defend Harlow’s 
surrounding countryside from 
proposals in the current Plan. 
Secretary Nigel Clark said: “This 
process is far too hasty and 
rushed. The spatial strategy needs 
fundamental review as it has 
been proved that elements of the 
first plan are unsustainable and 
undeliverable. 

“Most worryingly, developers 
and landowners have been asked 
to volunteer sites. This is 
tantamount to letting the fox into 
the chicken shed. 

“This whole joke of a process is 
the problem you get when you 
have people sitting in Bury St 
Edmunds planning the future of 
the whole region, a region they 
do not understand.”

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Get the wheels in motion! 
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Clampdown on 
town leafleting 


SOME leafleting in 
Harlow town centre 
has been banned under 
a move previously crti- 
cised as an undemoc¬ 
ratic infringement of 
human rights. 

Many legitimate organi¬ 
sations will now need to 
get council permission and 
fork out for a £60 licence 
if they want to hand out lit¬ 
erature. 

The move was rejected by 
the Labour/Liberal Democrat 
administration in February 
2007. An almost identical 
proposal was again dismissed 
in February this year and offi¬ 
cers asked to explore other 
options. 

But the two alternatives - 
fixed penalty notices for lit- 
terbugs or an enhanced litter 
clearing programme - were 
dismissed by the now-ruling 
Conservatives who voted for 
the ban at Tuesday’s meeting 
of the environment and com-

munity committee. 

Religious, charitable and 
political leafleting can contin¬ 
ue without consent, but 
groups such as colleges and 
those helping the young and 
unemployed will have to ask 
permission and possibly pay 
the fee - or risk be fined. 

Conservative Joel Charles 
told Tuesday’s meeting: “This 
administration takes freedom 
of speech very seriously.

“I don’t see a great threat to 
freedom of speech, I see a 
great threat from litter.”

Our council 
can now say ‘you have a right 
to freedom of speech as long 
as you say what we tell you’.”

Pervert spared jail sentence 


A DEAF man who admitted child 
porn offences, indecent assault 
and sexual activity with a child 
has been spared jail. 

Imposing a three-year supervi¬ 
sion order on 26-year-old James 
Watson, Judge David Turner said 
he was also a “victim”. 

The judge also ordered that 
Watson, formerly of Skipps 
Corner, North Weald, but now liv¬ 
ing in Chigwell, should remain on 
the sex offenders register for five 
years, banned him from working 
with children for life and made an 
order restricting his contact with 
children. 


He called the sentence as an 
“act of mercy”, telling Watson: 
“You were bullied and ostracised 
at school with feelings of inade¬ 
quacy - you are yourself a victim. 

“I’m going to do an act of 
mercy although I have struggled 
with that decision because what 
you did was a grave breach of 
trust. You behaved badly and took 
advantage of (your victim).” 

Watson admitted seven 
offences of possessing indecent 
images of children, mainly of the 
lowest category. He also admitted 
indecent assault and two counts 
of sexual activity with a child.

The pool consumed gas on a bulk 
contract, which can’t be terminated 
immediately. We have now concluded 
negotiations, leading to a refund of 
around £20,000. 

Since the start of the year, the 
construction teams for the widening of 
First Avenue based themselves around 
the pool. The electricity for their depot 
is drawn from the pool building, for 
which they are reimbursing us. These 
refunds did not show on the Freedom Of 
Information requests from the Star. Also 
holiday and work commitments did not 
enable us to provide all of the 
information requested in time for the 
newspaper deadlines. 

I am happy to set the record straight 
now and reassure our hard-pressed tax 
payers that the Conservative 
administration is doing its best to 
control costs and cut down on waste.

What crisis? 

SIR, Councillor Carter is still trying 
to shape the mindset of his readers 
{Letters, August 14), implying that a 
deep financial crisis was created by 
a feckless Labour/Liberal Democrat 
administration, we hover on the 
edges of numerous black holes and 
only the new Tories can rescue us 
from the chaos to come. 

Once established, can we expect 
massive cuts to fill alleged gaps? 
Let’s re-iterate the point made 
before. There was - and is - no 
financial crisis. 

Cllr Carter refers to a £4m 
investment budget, where ‘there is 
no money at the moment’. Yet he 
chaired the policy and resources 
meeting in June, where members 
noted the forecast that there would 
be enough income from assets to 
cover planned spending, with only 
£83k ‘over-programmed’. 

Of course, everyone’s plans and 
wish lists are affected by prevailing 
economic conditions. 

In October last year, members 
cautiously agreed to halt spending 
on the non-housing capital 
programme, except for health and 


safety or legal reasons, as 
acknowledged. Far from teetering 
over the precipice, we were aware of 
risks and took action to manage 
them. 

Similarly, there were no reckless 
raids on reserves, as implied. Cllr 
Carter rightly points out that several 
items of expenditure, such as 
severance costs, were taken from 
reserves. But council policy was 
followed - they were just one-off 
costs and could be met from 
reserves, providing that the reserves 
were above the minimum level 
agreed by the council (£1.6m). 

After careful scrutiny, it was agreed 
that the use of two specific reserves 
in the short term represented only a 
‘small increase in risk’. 

And yes, £400k was taken from the 
Insurance Fund to help balance the 
so-called ‘black hole’ of £1.8m. But 
this followed an independent 
actuarial review of the fund, 
concluding that an adequate balance 
remained. 

Margaret Thatcher ensured that 
central government had an iron 
controlling grip over local finances. 
It’s better now, but still councillors 
only control 28 per cent of the 
whole budget. We can keep harking 
back to the budget set by the former 
administration, but the fact remains 
it balanced! 

And, furthermore, our reserves were 
actually higher than anticipated at 
£2.46m (projected at £2.45m the 
year before). 

So what’s the problem? There’s no 
need to increase that sum - risks 
have been addressed. Unless Tories 
want to build up reserves in order to 
reduce council tax and claim some 
sort of a victory. But at what cost? 
Cuts in grants to voluntary bodies? 
Cuts in popular discretionary 
services Labour has fought so hard 
to keep since the Thatcher years? 

We wait to see - but must admit we 
fear the worst!

The gimmick that started them all 



T HE escapades of 
Bernie Walker and 
wife Janis when they ran 
The Hoo newsagents in 
the 1960s have provided 
entertaining subject 
matter for this page in 
the past. 

But how did the couple’s 
publicity-seeking ways 
come about? This picture 
from 1966 of one of their 
first stunts tells the story. 
Mr Walker (77), of 
Harefield, said it arose 
from an attempt to find a 
polite way to stop 
customers bringing dogs 
into his shop, which 
would attract a bit more 
attention than a printed 
notice. 

“The sign took quite 
some time to design but I 
quickly produced it,” he 
told Nostalgia. “The most 
laborious part was the 
sign-writing, which is not 
really my forte. 


“The Harlow local papers 
became aware and both 
decided to photograph 
the sign and publish a 
story.” 

Our picture is one of 
those used by the local 
press at the time and 
features one of the 
Walkers’ shop assistants. 
A short time after, the 


Daily Mirror phoned. 

“I agreed to their request 
to run a story and take 
their own picture and 
asked when they intended 
to call,” said Mr Walker. 
“The reply astonished 
me, for the caller said 
‘Give us a couple of days 
to source and organise 
some theatrically trained 


dogs to accompany our 
photographer for the 
feature. 

“A couple of days later 
George Greenwell, a well- 
known Mirror 
photographer, turned up, 
accompanied by a lady 
dog trainer and seven 
dogs of varying size!” 

The resulting national 
story achieved almost a 
whole page, attracting 
much publicity for the 
Walkers’ shop. 

“We became aware of 
quite a few new faces 
calling in to make small 
purchases,” he recalls. “I 
was convinced that 
financial benefit had 
been gained and this set 
me thinking that if I 
could develop a strategy 
on continuing gimmickry, 
worthy of local or 
national press mentions, 
customers would be 
pulled in.” 


Kitty's aid for 
young mums 


A BELATED follow-up 
for Nostalgia this 
week, concerning a 
piece we ran in March on 
former Harlow magistrate 
and headmistress 
Katharine Clare. 

The topic of our original article 
was the efforts of Kitty, as she 
was known, to set up a home for 
unmarried mothers and their 
children at Pamdon Hall in the 
1960s. 

Our appeal for memories of Mrs 
Clare, or Fedsden School which she 
ran, was answered by regular 
contributor Ron Bill. 

“Kitty was the wife of local solicitor 
Leonard Clare and she was a close 
friend of Leah Manning, the 
Member of Parliament for the then- 
joint constituency of Epping and 
Harlow,” he writes. 

“The original Fedsden School was at 
Roydon, but due to its success it 
needed larger accommodation and 
moved to Parndon Hall. The house 
and stables were used for lessons and

Kingsmoor House was used for 
boarders. 

“The school eventually closed and 
the girls in their straw boater hats 
became just another memory of 
Harlow. At least until a few years 
ago there were annual reunions, but I 
don’t know whether they continue.” 
Mr Bill also provided some further 
information on Mrs Clare’s voluntary 
work with young women. 

“Around 1965, Leah and Kitty were 
involved in setting up a controversial 
local advisory clinic that offered 
contraceptive and other advice to 
young people and unmarried 
mothers. I think the scheme for 
using Kingsmoor House as a mother- 
and-baby home arose from needs 
identified through that initiative. 

“In 1974, Kingsmoor House was 
purchased by Harlow Council and 
eventually opened as a family 
centre.” 


Another correspondent, who wished 
to remain anonymous, got in touch 
with recollections of Mrs Clare’s 
later life. 

“I knew Kitty and her sister Wyn in 
the 1980s when she was doing 
voluntary work at the Family 
Guidance Unit, an organisation 
which was flagging up the changing 
nature and needs of local families 
much as Kitty had done previously,” 
he wrote. 

“Elderly by then, she was a 
thoughtful and caring person. The 
original Nostalgia article made her 
sound a bit serious but my memory 
is quite different and I always found 
her great fun to be around. 

“I remember, getting a lift from her 
late one night when there was no 
traffic around, she jumped a red 
light. ‘Don’t worry,’ she said, ‘they 
aren’t going to stop a white-haired 
old lady like me’!” 

Mrs Clare died in 1998 and her 
funeral was held at Parndon Wood. 
Conducted according to Quaker 
traditions, there was no music and 
the service was mainly one of silent 
prayer.

THE Royal Guards at 
Buckingham Palace are 
renowned throughout the world 
for their bright red outfits and 
distinctive headgear. 

But an animal rights group is now 
demanding that they have a bit of a 
makeover - because the guardsmen’s 
famous headwear known as bearskins 
are made from, not surprisingly, the 
skins of bears. 

Supporters of the group People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals want the 
distinctive hats to be re-designed and 
made using a synthetic material to 
avoid killing bears unnecessarily. 
Members of the campaign group are 
meeting top officials from the Ministry 
of Defence to discuss their crusade, 
which could see the historic bearskin 
change for the first time since they 
were introduced in 1815.

But PETA spokesman 
Robbie LeBlanc said: 

"Most people think it’s fake 
fur and when they find out 
it's real and it takes one bear 
to make a hat they are appalled." 

The group has already spoken to 
several well-known clothes designers, 
including Vivienne Westwood and 
Stella McCartney, about new 
designs. 

The MoD agreed it would think / 
about using a different material, j 
but claimed that previous 
attempts to use fake fur 
haven't worked because the 
replacement material wasn't 
strong or waterproof 
enough.

Cross, admitted causing grievous 
bodily harm with intent. 
Prosecutor Stephanie Farrimond 
told Chelmsford Crown Court on 
Monday the attack was witnessed 
by members of the family and 
followed an argument between 
the defendant and the victim over 
a sum of money owed to the 
younger man. 

Feijani was remanded in custody 
to await sentence. 


A MAN killed when he 
was struck by an express 
train as it passed through 
Harlow Town station may 
have jumped on to the 
tracks to pick something 
up, an inquest heard. 

Warehouse worker and 
mechanics student Peter Lelean 
(23), from Harlow, was hit by 
the London-bound train on 
February 26.

He was the first of eight people 
to be killed on the town’s rail 
tracks between February and June 
this year. 

The jury at the inquest held in 
Chelmsford on Thursday heard 
evidence from several witnesses as 
well as Mr Lelean’s mother Janet, 
who described him as a “son any 
mother would have been proud of.” 

Mrs Lelean said that on the 
morning of the tragedy there was 
nothing out of the ordinary with 
her son. She realised when she 
came home from work he had 
changed from the tracksuit which 
he wore to college into his best 


jacket and had put on aftershave. 

The inquest heard that Mr 
Lelean went to the station where 
both station master Michael 
Wooster and track worker William 
Kitchen reported seeing him jump 
onto the track before squatting 
down as the train was approaching. 

Mr Wooster, who at the time was 
on the opposite platform talking to 
a colleague, said Mr Lelean 
appeared to turn away as if to say 
“oh no” when he saw the 
approaching train. 

Mr Kitchen said he could not 
rule out the possibility Mr Lelean 
had gone on to the track to pick 
something up, even though the 
train was sounding its hom as it 
approached the station to alert the 
track workers. 


The jury, who returned an open 
verdict, was also told some small 
sympathy cards which may have 
belonged to Mr Lelean were found 
alongside his credit card on the 
track. 

# THE jury in a second inquest 
held on the same day returned a 
verdict of suicide in the case of a 
61-year-old man who died after 
being struck by a train at Harlow 
Mill station on March 3. 

Mike Begley, of Mark Hall 
Moors, Harlow, had sent text mes¬ 
sages to his sons telling them he 
could “not go on” shortly before 
his death. 

The inquest was told Mr Begley 
had lost his job and had split from 
his long-term partner. 
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MEMBERS of the Harlow branch of the Women’s 
Auxiliary Air Force gave an emotional final salute at 
the last ever meeting of their social club on Friday - 
14 years after the group was established. 

The decision decided to wind down the club was 
taken soon after chairwoman Joyce Knight (86) 
announced her retirement from the post she has 
held ever since the group’s inception.

“It was a very nice afternoon but a very sad one as 
well.

Council cuts 
time homes 
stand empty 
by five days 

EMPTY council 
properties are being 
made available quicker 
as Harlow Council works 
to ease the town’s acute 
housing shortage. 

The authority has 
announced the average 
turnaround time for a 
council property is now 
just 28 days, five fewer 
than the end of year 
figure for 2007/8. 

In addition, the amount 
of time it takes to repair 
empty properties has 
also been slashed from 
25 days in March 2007 
to 17 days in June this 
year, while the average 
cost of repairs has 
dropped by £600 to 
£1,400. 

These factors combined 
have seen the average 
number of empty 
properties per month fall 
from 160 in December 
2004 to just 65 in June 
2008. 

Councillor Joshua Jolles, 
chairman of the housing 
committee, said: “This 
excellent and improving 
performance record 
means we are able to 
offer properties to our 
customers far quicker 
than before and we are 
losing less rental 
income.”

SWITCHING to wheelie bins 
will help Harlow improve its 
recycling record and help 
minimise the risk of hefty 
fines for dumping too much 
waste into landfill. 

All Essex councils have 
challenging targets to meet and 
by 2010 at least 40% of the 
country’s waste must be 
recycled or composted. This 
increases to 45% by 2015 and 
50% by 2020. 

While Harlow has increased 
its recycling levels over the past 
couple of years, it’s still not 
enough. Other Essex councils 
that have switched to wheelie 
bin collections have seen their 
recycling rates soar, and Harlow 
is hoping for the same results. 

Not only that but also 
wheelie bins will help reduce 


litter, particularly on waste 
collection days. The current 
system of bags and boxes for 
recycling means that, particu¬ 
larly on windy days, rubbish 
blows out of the containers and 
around gardens and streets. 

Councillor Eddie 
Johnson, Chairman of 
the Council’s Environ¬ 
ment & Community 
Committee, says: “The 
new system of wheelie 
bins would help prevent 
this littering and keep 
our streets cleaner. 

“As well as new wheelie bins 
for residual waste (items which 
can’t be recycled or composted) 
and recycling, households will 
also receive a special container 
with a secure lid for weekly 
food waste collections. 


In addition food waste caddies 
will also be provided for use 
within the kitchen. 

“It’s important to note that 
not all properties in the town 
would be suitable for wheelie 
bins and flats would stay with 
their current bin system. 
Around one in seven 
homes won’t be suitable, 
adds Councillor Johnson. 

“For these properties, 
recycling boxes and 
bags will continue to 
be emptied fortnightly, 
and the black sacks 
collected on each alternate week. 
These properties will also have 
weekly collections of food 
waste from caddies. As with the 
wheelie bins for homes the 
sacks, bags and containers will 
be provided by the Council.” 


Help with 
the new 
system 

FOR SOME people putting out 
wheelie bins for waste collections 
could genuinely be a problem but 
help from Harlow Council would 
be at hand. 

Just like now assisted collections 
would be available for those who 
may have genuine difficulty in 
moving waste bins and 
containers. Assisted collections 
are where bins and containers can 
be collected by operatives from 
an agreed point, usually the front 
of the property. 

Following concerns raised by 
pensioners about proposed bins, 
Council Leader Andrew Johnson 
and other senior councillors met 
with the Pensioner’s Action 
Group last month. 


Councillor Johnson, says: “I’m 
glad the Pensioner’s Action 
Group took up our offer to meet 
face-to-face because it gave us the 
opportunity to explain our 
proposals. Obviously there are 
concerns from pensioners. One of 
the things which came out as a 
result is that we would like to 
work with the Pensioner’s Action 
Group and Age Concern to help 
identify people who could be 
offered assisted collections under 
the new system.” 

For older residents living in 
Sheltered Housing Complexes the 
current communal bin system 
would remain in most cases.

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AS exam results 
'below average'

HARLOW College’s reputation 
has been dealt another blow with 
the revelation that its latest AS- 
level results are more than 20 per 
cent below the national average. 

The results represent the first test of 
students who have studied wholly under 
the college’s new teaching and learning 
strategy. 

Data released by the college shows that 
37 per cent of students who sat AS-level 
examinations in July achieved A-C grades 
compared to the national average of 57.6 per 
cent. 

The overall pass rate of 83 per cent - 
those students attaining grades between A-E 
- is also lower than the national average of 
88.2 per cent. 

Harlow MP and higher education minister 
Bill Rammell said the teaching and learning 
strategy introduced by college principal 
Colin Hindmarch - which led to 80 lecturers 
leaving the college - had to start to bear 
fruit. 

“It is a real concern that at A-level the 
college’s results have been and continue to 
be behind the national average, especially 
when GCSE results in Harlow have made 
such dramatic progress,” he told the Star. 

“The disruption created through the 
implementation of the college’s teaching

and learning strategy in the last 18 months 
has clearly affected the rate of improvement. 

“A series of changes have now been made 
at AS-level and these have got to bear fruit 
this year.” 

Last year Mr Hindmarch said he wanted 
the college to compete with school sixth- 
forms as well as other further education col¬ 
leges. This week the college pointed out that 
the national average was an inappropriate 
comparison because it was all-encompass¬ 


ing. 

“The strategy of the college is to achieve 
excellence for all its students which means 
not just passing but getting good marks,” 
said Mr Hindmarch. 

“The college is implementing a new strat¬ 
egy to bring about excellence and, although 
at the end of only the first full year, the strat¬ 
egy is showing dramatic improvement in 
many areas across the college though not yet 
all.”

Staff appointments a factor 
in partnership's budget hike 


THE group tasked with shaping the future of 
Harlow through partnership working has seen 
its annual budget almost double this year. 

Harlow 2020, a strategic partnership com¬ 
prising public, private and voluntary sector 
organisations, has predicted its total income 
for 2008-9 will be £78,000 - an increase of 
£34,000 on previous years. 

Contributions have come from Harlow 
Council, Essex County Council, Princess 
Alexandra Hospital, West Essex Primary 
Care Trust and Essex Police - all of whom 
have representatives on the 2020 board - and 
the money pays for everything from mem¬ 
bers’ childcare and car allowances to meeting 
costs and consultancy fees. 

Yet despite the sizeable rise in income, the 
organisation still projects expenditure to peak 
at £86,030 - although the £8,030 shortfall 
will be covered by a balance of £41,582.58 
carried over from the past financial year. 


Speaking after the group’s open board 
meeting on Friday, chairwoman Jackie Sully 
said the appointment of two members of staff 
was the main reason for the higher budget. 

“We are ultimately responsible for per¬ 
formance managing the Local Area Grant and 
there is an awful lot of hard work involved in 
this. The staff appointments will enable us to 
deliver our objectives much more effectively 
and bring us into line with other local strate¬ 
gic partnerships. 

“I have always said I want to ensure that we 
are open and transparent in everything we do 
- after all, we’ve got nothing to hide!”

Jury clears man 
of threat to kill 


A HARLOW man accused 
of threatening to cut out the 
unborn baby of his four-months 
pregnant partner has been cleared 
of all charges. 

The 40-year-old, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, was said to 
have held a knife to the woman’s throat 
and stomach during the alleged attack. 

He denied harassment, assault causing 
actual bodily harm and threatening to kill in 
February this year and was found not guilty 
on all three charges by a jury at Chelmsford 
Crown Court on Friday. 


He had told the court he believed his part¬ 
ner had been unfaithful and was concerned 
the baby was not his. He admitted telling her 
he hoped she would lose the baby but 
emphatically denied any violence or threats. 

Jane Oldfield, prosecuting, had told the 
court that it was an on/off relationship and 
that the defendant had been angry with her 
during the evening because of her activity on 
a computer. 

His partner claimed that violent incidents 
occurred downstairs and after she had gone 
up to bed, before she managed to get a knife 
away from him. 

However, giving evidence, the defendant 
said his partner had been unfaithful on three 


occasions and that he had discovered she 
was again contacting a man with whom she 
had been involved. 

When she returned home on February 14, 
he told her he had seen a message on her 
computer and said: “I know exactly what 
you’ve been doing.” 

He denied giving her a “torrent of abuse” 
and told the court that when she said she had 
done nothing wrong, he sat on the settee and 
remained calm. 

He also told the court he deleted some of 
her computer history after she had voluntar¬ 
ily given him her password - and had also 
deleted some of his own contacts - having 
explained to her the computer contact did 
not help their relationship. 

He claimed that when she went up to bed 
at about 11.30pm, he remained downstairs 
but decided to go to bed about 1,30am, when 
he found her awake. 

Although the defendant admitted sending 
a message to the other man telling him not to 
contact his partner again or he would beat 
him, he said there were no attacks on her. 

He denied the knife referred to was in the 
house, denied threatening to “cut out her 
unborn baby” and denied threatening kill her 
or grabbing or squeezing her. 

However, he admitted he told her: “It’s 
probably not even my kid. I hope you lose 
it.”

LOR’ luv a duck! It’s only that Guy Ritchie 
geezer with annuver barrow full of 
mockney gangsters, guns, drugs and 
loadsa money! Would you Adam and Eve 
it? 

That’s right, Mr Madonna has given up 
on the Kabbalah and gone back to his 
day job as the self-styled lowlife laureate 
of an absurdly romanticised criminal 
underworld of his own invention. 

Having failed to wow critics or fans with 
his universally panned serious effort, 
Revolver, he’s now inevitably returned to 
doing what he thinks he does best - 
knockabout crime capers sprayed with 
liberal amounts of ketchup, nifty one- 
liners and overtly self-conscious cool. 
Continuing in exactly the same vein as 
Lock, Stock... and Snatch, his latest 
gangster flick - as is now Ritchie gospel - 
relies heavily on one-dimensional, 
middle-class actors who learnt to speak 
cockemee at RADA monkeying around 
with bags of swag, calling each other silly 
monikers such as “One Two” and 
“Mumbles” while waving shooters 
around like super-soakers. 

The plot, meanwhile, is as threadbare as 
they come and a year out of date, a car 
crash of jumbled narratives and epileptic 
editing based loosely around London’s 
‘booming’ housing market, a dodgy 
property deal gone wrong and a bunch 
of chancers looking to cash in on it. 


High adventure as life 
goes to pot for friends 

PINEAPPLE EXPRESS 

certificate 15, running time 1h51m 

FROM the same jolly chaps behind last 
year’s hit comedies Superbad and 
Knocked Up comes a groundbreaking 
new release that may just spawn an 
entire new sub-genre. 

Okay, so we’re not exactly talking 
‘groundbreaking’ in the Citizen Kane 
sense, but writer/producer tag-team 
extraordinaire Seth Rogen and Judd 
Apatow have somehow managed to create 
an explosive action comedy that will 
impress both adrenaline junkies and 
armchair wits alike. 

You're probably thinking ‘what about Hot 
FuzzT, but where that bordered on becoming a 
surreal parody, with deliberately OTT action 
sequences, wacky characters and tongue 
lodged firmly in cheek, Pineapple Express is 
ludicrous yet weirdly believable. 

Dale (Rogen) is a 25-year-old slacker who 
enjoys smoking pot, hates his mundane job as 
a process server and is terrified about meeting 
the parents of his 18-year-old high-school 
student girlfriend (Amber Heard). 

But when he inadvertently witnesses a murder 
committed by a bent copper (Rosie Perez) and 
a volatile drug kingpin (Gary Cole) while out 
on a job, he flees the scene and goes on the 
run with his dealer and best friend Saul (James 
Franco) - unwittingly leaving a half-smoked 
joint behind. 

But the villains’ intuitive goons manage to trace 
the rare Pineapple Express weed they find in 
the abandoned reefer via a jittery supplier 
(Danny McBride) and are soon hot on the heels 
of the perpetually paranoid pair as they blaze 
their way (quite literally) across the state. 

Imagine Cheech and Chong playing Starsky and 
Hutch and you’re half way to understanding the 
madcap genius of this effort, possibly the only 
stoner comedy where being stoned yourself is 
not a prerequisite to actually enjoying it. 

And unlike many of its drugged-up genre 
predecessors, the comedy isn’t exclusively 
reliant on lazy stoner cliches a la Harold And 
Kumar and instead draws inspiration from The 
Big Lebowski while affording its talented leads 
depth, personality and the opportunity to show 
off their effortlessly woozy on-screen buddy 
chemistry.

Marshalling a retro action delight 


DOOMSDAY 

(Universal Pictures, 18, retail & rental) 

When the lethal Reaper virus erupts in Scotland, the 
panicked British Government feels it has no option 
but to recreate a hugely fortified Hadrian’s wall and 
leave our northern cousins to die. 

Three decades later, with the rest of the country an 
overcrowded nightmare of urban decay and 
economic collapse, the contagion resurfaces in 
London and the only hope of a cure lies in grainy 
satellite photos showing what appear to be survivors 
north of the border. 

Cynical, tough cop Eden (Rhona Mitra) is chosen to 
lead a clandestine team into the plague-ravaged land 
in search of scientist Dr Kane (Malcolm McDowell), 
who was working on a solution when he was 
trapped behind the wall. 

But between them and their target are cannibal 
marauders and other survivors who have reverted to 
a brutish medieval existence. 

After making a big red splash with Dog Soldiers and 
The Descent, director/writer Neil Marshall delivers a 
fun, ferocious futuristic action spectacle. 

Too many critics derided it as a rip-off of other 
classics of the genre. It’s a undeniably a mash-up of 
cherry-picked moments from the first two Mad Max 
films, Escape From New York and Damnation Alley, 
but that’s the point - Doomsday is Marshall’s love 
letter to these films and it’s a breathless, adrenalin- 
charged, gore-soaked joy to behold. 

Fans will have a field day spotting references, while 
others will just get sucked into its bruising energy and 
carried along for the wild ride. 

Mitra is the most macho and convincing female lead 
since Sigourney Weaver’s Ripley strapped on a pulse 
rifle and the rest of the cast is pitch-perfect, from Bob 
Hoskins as her savvy boss to McDowell at his cold, 
megalomaniac best.

THE CHEMICAL WEDDING 

(Warner Music Entertainment, 18, retailI) 

This curious, overblown supernatural melodrama 
was created and co-written by Iron Maiden lead 
singer Bruce Dickinson, which probably explains why 
it often feels like an extended music video tarted up 
with the kind of cod-philosophical mumbo jumbo 
typically found in heavy metal lyrics. 

Stuttering Cambridge professor Haddo (Simon 
Callow) dons a virtual reality suit connected to a 
computer which has been subverted by acolytes of 
long-dead Satanist and all-round bad boy Aleister 
Crowley. He emerges bald, arrogant and with a taste 
in lurid suits - great Beasts below, Crowley’s back! 
The possessed academic proceeds to spout a lot of 
Crowley’s demonic nonsense, does a little magick (in 
this world, it actually works), pees on his students 
and plots some hellish spell to end them all. 

Directed and co-written by Julian Doyle, the film’s a 
random grab-bag of the good, bad and ugly. Callow is 
great fun and so hammy you could throw in a couple 
of fried eggs and call him breakfast, its rich lighting 
and a colour palette recall Hammer and the design 
team gives it a kinkily gothic feel. 

Unfortunately, the script’s awash with glib snatches of 
metaphysics, random ideas that go nowhere, far too 
many talking heads and jarring bursts of Maiden and 
Dickinson’s solo work drowning out the dialogue and 



screaming ‘vanity project’ to the rafters. 

Included are a commentary, deleted scenes and a 
making-of featurette.

GRINDHOUSE TRAILER CLASSICS 2 

(Nucleus Films, 18, retail) 

Another ridiculously entertaining collection of 55 
trailers from the 1960s and 70s for the delectation of 
trash fans, just oozing salacious sleaze, cheap gore 
and a whopping amount of joyous political 
incorrectness. 

As well as the delirious glimpses of the films 
themselves, there’s no end of fun to be had from the 
hysterical, hyperbole-dripping voice-overs. 

In here you'll find such gems of blaxploitation as 
Black Shampoo (“This stud is no dud!”), Dolemite 
and The Black Gestapo (“When they declare war, it’s 
all out - all the way out!”), martial arts smack-ups 
such as Sister Street Fighter (“In her hands, any object 
becomes a weapon!”) and Chinese Hercules as well 
as violent thrillers like the western Cut-Throats Nine 
(“They were destined to die shackled like animals!”), 
The Death Dealer and The Exterminator (“The man 
they pushed too far!”). 

Sexploitation shockers include tastes of Chain Gang 
Women, Jailbait Babysitter (“A young vixen barely on 
the threshold of womanhood!”), The Naughty 
Stewardesses, Dr Minx (“Half clad, all bad!”), The 
Depraved (“It tells and shows it all!”) and Wanda The 
Wicked Warden. 

And, of course, flea-pit cinema wouldn’t have lasted a 
minute without a backbone of horror such as Don’t 
Go In The House, Don’t Look In The Basement, 
Hunchback Of The Morgue, Sacrifice! (“The nakedest 
horror that still exists in the world today/”), Bloody Pit 
Of Horror, Invasion Of The Blood Farmers (“They 
plant the living and harvest the dead!”), King Kong 


rip-off Mighty Peking Man, Blood Orgy Of The She 
Devils and Virgin Witch (“A pagan rite becomes the 
ultimate freak-out!”). 

All this and B-movie queen Pam Grier showing up 
four times, in the magnificent Foxy Brown, Women In 
Cages (“The dirtiest racket ever conceived by the 
minds of vicious men!”), The Twilight People (“Half 
beast, all monster!”) and as a Roman-era gladiator in 
The Arena (“Their beautiful bodies shaped into 
superb fighting equipment!”). 

Endless fun and a great sampler to boot - my order's 
already in for Invasion Of The Bee Girls (“What 
changed them from everyday housewives into 
ravishingly beautiful women?”).

JOURNEY TO THE FAR SIDE OF THE 
SUN 

(Universal Pictures, PG, retail) 

Gerry and Sylvia Anderson are most famous for their 
Supermarionation hits Thunderbirds and Captain 
Scarlet, bringing the look and feel of big-budget 
blockbuster movies to TV. With puppets. 

It’s interesting that they largely managed the reverse 
in this 1969 big screen, live action sci-fi adventure - 
the groovy period sets, painstaking miniature model 
work and Barry Gray’s strident music are all so 
familiar that it’s almost a shock to see Herbert Lorn, 
Patrick Wymark and Ian Hendry walk on. 

Given the optimistic spirit of space exploration at the 
time, this is a surprisingly downbeat and sometimes 
paranoid tale involving the discovery of another 
planet on other side of the sun from Earth and the 
two-man mission sent to check it out. 

To say more would spoil the film’s big surprises, but 
there are a lot of unexpected, nostalgic pleasures to be 
had here.

PROMISE 

The Maybes? (album, Xtra Mile) 

Richard Ashcroft (Sir Richard to his friends) has a lot to 
answer for. Not only did he transform hallucinatory 
cloud-hoppers Verve into staid stadium rockers The 
Verve, he spawned legions of identikit minions eager 
to follow his money trail to the top of the charts. Enter 
Liverpool’s The Maybes? with their debut dirge, a 
slapdash collection of horribly bland early ’90s power 
pop and pseudo-intellectual musings sung by a 
charmless frontman who sounds like the illegitimate 
lovechild of Ashcroft and John Power. After the bones 
of every other era have been picked clean for musical 
inspiration, it would seem Cool Britannia is back in 
fashion again. Expect to see The Maybes? hobnobbing 
with Gordon Brown at Number 10 in a matter of 
weeks. 

DORP 

Humans Being (album, Caned and Able) 

Formed in South Africa, the band took their name for 
the Afrikaans meaning small village, or backwards 


metaphorically, in opposition to the glut of Nirvana 
and Pearl Jam-u-likes filling the airwaves during the 
early ’90s. Their political edge, however, is less obvious 
within the lyrics of this likeable and rolling album, 
which pitches cracking drums with a volcanic guitar, 
echoing Placebo. Pick of the crop here is NME, which 
has an almost Britpop edge. Definitely worth a listen. 

FABRIC 42 

Arne (album, Fabric) 

German knob-twiddlers Arne are the latest danceheads 
to get called-up to host yet another compilation for 
clubbers who just can’t get enough of their favourite 
nightclub. Although each of Fabric’s releases are 
decent efforts in their own right, they’re ultimately little 
more than disposable compilations. This one is an 
experimental journey into deep house territory, 
blending hypnotic electronica with relentless, 
pounding grooves to produce a dreamy, kaleidoscopic 
soundtrack to the onset of autumn. But by the time the 
leaves turn brown, this - like BBQs, sprinklers and 
lingering sunsets - will be but a distant memory.

Butler said: “Once again we 
showed our frailties with the bat 
and I will be asking a lot of our cur¬ 
rent players over the winter in 
terms of practice.

Murray could await Morris's England men 


HIGHLY-rated tennis coach John 
Morris will captain England at a 
tournament involving the home nations 
- but is hoping US Open hero Andy 
Murray will be too tired to compete in 
this year’s event! 

Harlow-based Morris (26) will take 
charge of the team for the four-day 
series, also involving Wales, Northern 
Ireland and favourites Scotland which 
starts at The National Tennis Centre in 
Roehampton, London today (Thursday). 
The matches will be played at senior, U- 
18, U-16, U-14 and U-12 levels with 
Morris captaining the U-18s and men’s 
teams, with the aggregate scores of all 
matches deciding the winner. 

It will be the first time Morris, of Ram 
Gorse, has coached a senior England 
side. He will then lead England in the 
Commonwealth Youth Games in India 
this autumn. 

“To be asked to be captain of the 
England senior team is unbelievable. I 
am very proud and pleased to be asked,” 
Morris told Star Sport. “My Mum and 
Dad are really pleased. 

“I think we [England] have got a 
reasonable chance - it all depends if Mr 
[Andy] Murray plays, although after a 
great US Open I doubt either of the 
brothers will play. 


“Scotland are the favourites. Most of the 
best senior men are Scottish - Jamie 
Murray and Andy Murray, along with 
Jamie Baker. It will be pretty tough to 
overcome Scotland.” 

The matches will be played in a format 
of two singles and a doubles match for 
each age group. 

“I am pretty sure England will win the 
U-18s,” added Morris. “We have the 
Great Britain U-18 No.l Marcus Willis. 
“We have 10 Great Britain boys in the 
top 100 in the world. That has never 
been done before - and eight of them are 
English.” 

Morris has now switched to a full-time 
role as senior academy coordinator for 
the English Lawn Tennis Association’s 
High-Performance Centre at Gosling 
Sports Park in Welwyn Garden City. His 
new job involves coaching the cream of 
young English tennis talent. 

He will coach two U-18 boys in the 
Commonwealth Youth Games tennis 
competition, which will be held in Pune, 
India from October 12-18. 

It will be the first time he has coached a 
team at the youth games. 

In January he will coach English juniors 
competing in the first Major of 2009 - at 
the Australian Open in Melbourne.
